cret agreement with Hanoi on 
mutual troop withdrawal from 
South Vietnam provided it con- 
tained tight safeguards against 
violations, White House sources 
said Saturday.

progress in Paris and Vietnam, 
these sources left open this ap- 
proach as an alternative to a 
formally announced agreement 


for mutual withdrawal of forces 


However they also:

ers are ready yet to accept the 
existence of South Vietnam as 
an independent country, a con- 
dition they described as neces- 
sary for serious negotiations at 
Paris. 


—Declined to predict the war

One of Three 
U.S. Terms 
Must be Met 


WARRENTON, Va. (AP) - 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird 
said 
Saturday 
the 


United States can begin troop 
withdrawals from South Viet- 
nam if any one of three basic 
U.S. conditions are met. 


Laird told a news confer- 


ence here the three conditions 
are: 


1. Agreement on mutual 


withdrawal of U.S. and North 
Vietnamese troops. 


2. Sufficient improvement of 


South Vietnamese forces so 
they can take over a major 
part of the fighting. 


3. The level of Viet Cong 


and North Vietnamese activ- 
ity is "substantially -reduced" 
in South Vietnam. 


"All three must be met, or 


any one must be met," Laird 
said. 


Although the three condi- 


tions have been outlined by 
the Nixon administration be- 
fore, Laird associates said 
this is the clearest statement 
he has yet made that meeting

The cost of vandalism in the 


nation's school systems is in- 
creasing sharply, with total an- 
nual losses now estimated up to 
$200 million. 


An Associated Press survey 


shows that malicious destruc- 
tion — ranging from arsdh to 
window breaking—increased in 
several major cities between 
1967 and 1968, sometimes by 25 
or 30 per cent. Estimates for 
the current school year indicate 
still more increases. 


Window breakage alone in 


New York City cost $1.2 million 
last year—$200,000 more than in 
1967 and almost one-fourth of 
the city's estimated $5 million 
total loss to vandalism in INI. 


In Philadelphia, the nation's 


fourth largest city, losses from 
schoolboy mischief" were set 
at $1 mlillion, up from an es- 
timated $750,000 in 1967. Wash- 
ington, D.C., estimated $400,000 
in losses last year, up from 
$250,000. Milwaukee, Wis., esti- 
mated 
$335,000, 
up 
from 


$214,000. 


There 
was 
no 
indication 


whether the figures included 
damages done by rampaging 
pupils during campus rebel- 
lions. But several schools have 
reported dissident pupils de- 
stroying property while trying 
to disrupt schools. 


One such incident, in New 


York City, resulted in $4,500 in 
damages when 2N pupils ram- 
paged 
through 
a 
building, 


breaking chain and tables. 


To stop it all, officials are 


turning to more expensive po- 
lice devices. They are manning 
the hallways with electronic 
sensors, hiring private detec- 
tives, staffing the school at 
night. 


The National Education Asso- 


ciation estimates this is costing 
up to $200 million annually. 
Broken down by cities, the bill 
for 1968 destruction cost taxpay- 
ers in Newark, N.J., $3.34 for 
each pupil. In Boston the cost 
was $2.30 a pupil; in Cleveland, 
Ohio, $2.96, and in Los Angeles, 
68 cents. 


Some cities reported there 


was no increase in vandal- 
ism, but at UM same time re- 
ported a steady high cost: Char- 
lotte, N.C., estimated annual* 


losses at $35,000-$38,000; Port- 
land, Ore., $60,000; New Or- 
leans, La., $100,000, and Miami 
Fla.. $269,000. 


"Windows are the biggest 


vandalism" said Millard T. 
Meers, security specialist in 
Philadelphia where more than 
300,000 panes were broken last 
year at a cost of 84.000. 


In San Diego, Calif., and Buf- 


falo, N.Y., officials also report- 
ed their biggest vandalism bills 
were for glass—$46,591 in San 
Diego and $61,000 in Buffalo.

In tide the Capitol 
LaFollette Urged 
By Friends to Run 
For High Office Again

MADISON — Friends close to former Attorney General 


Bronson LaFollette have disclosed that high level Democratic 
politicians are urging him to attempt a resumption of his political 
career by running for attorney general in 1970 


LaFollette was the Democrats' uncontested candidate for the 


Democratic nomination for governor last year, and after he lost 
the fight to Republican Gov. Warren Knowles, seemingly resolved 
to drop out ot political hie to build a career of law, the pro- 
fession for which he trained. 


As his reasoning reportedly went, at his youthful age he could 


probably return to the political wars at a later period. 


But increasing numbers of Democrats now sense a promising 


situation for their party in the 1970 elections, and feel that La- 
Follette could strengthen their ticket by running again for attor- 
ney general, an office he held easily for two terms of two years 
each. 


In 1970 LaFollotle could win a four year term, and thus be 


in a position later to compete for a U. S. Senate seat — his 
ultimate ambition — or to make another run for the governor- 
ship, Democrats argue 
Such talk is disappointing to a couple 


of other eager young Democrats who have their eye on the 
attorney general' nomination, including Sen. Martin Schreiber 
of Milwaukee 


One of the best examples of Ihe new assertiveness of legis- 


lators with regard to their concept of proper legislative powers 
is a strangely little noticed bill that would remove the governor 
from the state building commission. 


Under present law. the governor is a voting member, and 


controls another vote out of a total of nine through the appoint- 
ment of the commission secretary. 


Under a bill presented by a quartet of assembly Republicans 


including Speaker Harold Froehlich of the assembly and Kenneth I 
Merkel of Waukesha county, the commission would consist only 
of legislators. There would be a membership of 12, eight of 
them representing the majority party, four the minority in the| 
legislative branch. 


The measure would also strip the commission of much of its 


power. It would be able to authorize projects of $100,000 or 
under only. All others would require the express authorization 
of the legislature. 


The only state in the country now without a cigarette tax is 


North Carolina, where the legislature evidently believes it iS| 
obliged to favor the local tobacco industry in the same way that 
Wisconsin, as one of the major beer producing states, has re- 
tained for more than 30 years the nominal one dollar a barrel tax 
on fermented malt beverages. Wisconsin grows no cigarette 
tobacco, a fact that may be related to the 10 cent tax rate| 
applying to cigarettes, not to mention the administration proposal! 
for a two cent increase in that levy. 
| 


Wisconsin produces some tobacco used for cigars and other1 


purposes, a fact that is related to the circumstance that the 
state has never extended its cigarette levy to other tobacco 
products. 


Evidently at the initiative of some of the employes of the 


division, the assembly committee on rules has consented to the 
introduction if a bill that would transfer the criminal investiga- 
tion and enforcement functions of the department of justice to 
the state department of revenue, of which it was a part until 
less than two years ago. 


The transfer was one of the major decisions of the Kellett 


commission on the reorganization of the slate government along 
more functional lines. Outlook for the bill is probably doubtful, 
unless its instigators are able to make a better case for it in I 
hearings than now appears likely. 


The Wisconsin business communlt\ will probably adopt a 


"wait and see" attitude on the Dane county circuit court ruling 
that the one and one-half per cent revolving account charges of 
many merchants is illegal under the state usury laws. The 
opinion is certain to be appealed to the state supreme court. 
When that body finally rules, and if it upholds the trial court 
decision, the legislature will probably move to write into law a 
version of a uniform consumer credit code that has been sub- 
mitted to it But that may be as late as next year. 


The Dane county court ruling did not enjoin the revolving 


charge account practices, but merely declared that they arej 
illegal under existing state statutes. 


The department of revenue in a fiscal note submitted for 


attachment to a Democratic bill to apply the state sales tax to 
securities transactions suggests a difficulty that the authors of 
the proposition probably did not anticipate. 


The department says that Wisconsin residents probably buy 


up to a billion dollars worth of securities each year. 


But it is impossible to estimate how much revenue a tax on 


such purchases would produce, the agency said, because the 
tax could be easily avoided. Such purchases are generally made 
outside the state, and it would be a simple matter for buyers 
to keep their certificates outside the state also, the legislature 
was advised. 


There are now 110 county judges and 51 circuit court judges

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SCIENCE ASKS: 


Can Some People See into the 


F 


OR NINE MONTHS before it 
happened, Lorna Middle- 


ton felt a strong premonition 
building up in her that Sen. 
Robert Kennedy would be 
assassinated. 


At first, the plump, 54-year-old, 


American-born piano teacher in Lon- 
don sensed he would be "in danger." 
Then on March 15, she "saw" an as- 
sassination, probably while the Sen- 
ator "is on tour in the West" 


On April 5 and again on April 11, 


she felt a foreboding of death "con- 
nected with Kennedy." The fatal 
shots were fired on June 5. 


Anyone can lay claim to hunches 


—but what's remarkable about Lorna 
Middleton's is that she wrote them 
all down at the time and sent them 
to a British psychiatrist to be re- 
corded, evaluated, and later confirmed 
at the Central Premonitions Registry 
in London. 


The written Kennedy hunches were 


not isolated phenomena. As Miss Mid- 
dleton reported "visions" involving 
plane and train crashes, floods, earth- 
quakes, and other disasters, the Reg- 
istry corroborated many of them by 
events that subsequently occurred. 


In a study of 469 premonitions by 


Britons filed with the Registry dur- 
ing 1967, only 18 proved true.

lost June, a Central Premonitions 


Registry, modeled after the London 
bureau, was set up in New York. A 
four-man investigative panel of para- 
psychology researchers is headed by 
Dr. Stanley Krippner, clinical psy- 
chologist and director of the Dream 
Laboratory at Maimonides Medical 
Center, Brooklyn. Still in its early 
stages, the Registry has already re- 
ceived more than 400 psychic fore- 
casts from many parts of the nation-, 
most are waiting to be evaluated. 


Although skeptics may jeer at pre- 


cognition, clairvoyance, and ESP (ex- 
trasensory perception), a growing 
number of research scientists are 
taking premonitions seriously. 
Through the Registry where por- 
tents can be analyzed and checked, 
they hope to produce evidence to sup- 
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port the concept of precognition. 


London's check-up project was 


originated by Dr. R. D. Barker, an 
eminent psychiatrist who indulged 
his hobby in research of the super- 
natural. In October, 1966, a huge 
coal tip slid down on the Welsh vil- 
lage of Aberfan, killing 138 children 
and adults. At the time, Dr. Barker 
was writing a book, "Scared to 
Death," and he visited Aberfan to 
find out more about a child who was 
said to have rushed out of school 
only to die of fright. 


The psychiatrist wondered if peo- 


ple anywhere had experienced some 
prevision of the catastrophe. Through 
a London newspaper, he launched an 
appeal for anyone claiming fore- 
knowledge. Hundreds responded, but 
proof was hard to pin down. That led 
to formation of the prerecording Reg- 
istry. Perhaps, Dr. Barker thought, 
if enough premonitions were scien- 
tifically collected, an "early warning 
system" could be set up that might 
prevent tragedies or reduce them. 


As the hunches poured in, Dr. 


Barker rated them by points based 
on a significant relationship to actual 
events. After a year, he was able to 
produce evidence of accuracy, par- 
ticularly by Middleton and Hencher, 
before the Royal Society of Medicine. 


"They are absolutely genuine," Dr. 


Barker said of their premonitions. 
"Quite honestly, they stagger me. 
Somehow these 'sensitive* people can 
gate-crash the time barrier—see the 
wheels of disaster starting to turn 
before the rest of us. It is difficult 
to attribute their experiences to co- 
incidence alone." 


From his analysis, Dr. Barker con- 


cluded that women make better "seis- 
mographs" than men; five times as 
many women as men reported pre- 
monitions. Those with the keenest 
perception, Dr. Barker found, had 
a sense of oppression and were un- 
duly sensitive to calamities. 


Who are the human "seismo- 


graphs," and what makes them tick? 
High scorer Alan Bencher is a slen- 
der, balding bachelor of 45, shy and 
self-educated. Lunching with me in 
London a few weeks ago, he revealed: 


"At first, I would get visions, just 


words in my mind. Lately, as I con- 
centrate more, I get pictures in nat- 
ural color. Most often the premoni- 
tions come while I'm working, maybe 


because there's a lot of electricity at 
the telephone switchboard. Yet they 
also come at night, when the air is 
clear, or after a glass of wine. 


"Usually my premonitions are ac- 


companied by headaches, like a steel 


band around my forehead. I believe 
it's because I concentrate so hard. 
But as I write them down, the head- 
ache recedes. Then, when I hear a 
premonition has been borne out, I 
feel utter relief. It's as if something

Sitting 
in the cinema on Sept. 27, I felt a 
tragic foreboding about the Olym- 
pics. On Oct 3, 15 were killed in the 
Mexico City rioting." 


Miss Middleton believes her eerie 


faculty is inherited; both her mother 
and father, she says, were psychic. 
"Mother could tell which horses would 
win, but I'm not like that." At the 
age of 10, Lorna warned that her 
German teacher in Boston would 
commit suicide, and he did take a 
fatal overdose of drugs. After that, 
her mother pleaded, "Don't say it, 
or it will happen!" 


In the past year or so, Miss Mid- 


dleton has noticed that her premoni- 
tions have been more accurate. She 
even drew sketches of events for Dr. 
Barker. One sketch of a plane crack- 
ing up in snow, showed the approxi- 
mate location and turned out to be 
a U.S. bomber in Greenland. 


In April, 1967, she had a vision 


and wrote that "someone is going 
to the moon. He's terrified. He's burn- 
ing." Next day, Russian cosmonaut 
Vladimir Komarov was killed in the 
manned space flight of Soyuz-1. 


In her kitchen one afternoon, Miss 


Middleton suddenly felt depressed. 
"Gradually I saw a streak, a flash of 
light, then a sort of gray mist. The 
word train' kept coining through— 
'train, train'—and I saw the words 
'Charing Cross.'" She wrote about 
it to the Registry. A few days later, 
a train headed for Charing Cross 
station in London was derailed. 


From the evidence at the Registry, 


Miss Middleton's record appears im- 
pressive. She has foretold the col- 
lision of a lorry and a train, earth- 
quakes and big fires in Europe, sea 
disasters, rioting in Prance, and 
the H-bomb blast in China last Janu- 
ary. When she predicted the disap- 
pearance of Australia's prime minis- 
ter in December, 1967, "I didn't even 
know where Melbourne was. I just 
kept writing the name." 


Other people in Britain have had 


premonitions that proved fairly ac- 
curate, though none as prolific and 
detailed as Hencher and Middleton. 
Some predictions are weird. One 
woman recently reported that her 
brother foresaw the discovery of "a 
new sort of animal in outer space." 


Curiously, for several months both 


Hencher and Middleton sensed that 
Dr. Barker would die unexpectedly. 
When Hencher met Dr. Barker in 
January, 1968, he felt strongly that 
the psychiatrist's life would end 
shortly in Yockleton, the village 
where he lived. On Feb. 7, she wrote 
him, "I think you're going to have 
some trouble." 


Dr. Barker, author of "Scared to 


Death," circulated a letter admitting 
his own concern. "Of course," he 
wrote, "it is possible that these pre- 
monitions, as with others, may not 
be fulfilled in a literal way." Last 
August, the psychiatrist suddenly 
died of a stroke in Yockleton. Had 
he, ironically, been literally scared 
to death? 


At the New York Registry, thus 


far only three premonitions have 
been upheld. One, by Alan Vaughn, 
a 32-year-old Brooklyn editor, con- 
sisted of several dreams concerning 
the assassination of a young Ameri- 
can whose description fitted Robert 


Alan P. Hencher, British clairvoyant, 
reads news of tragedy he predicted. 


Kennedy. Two others forecast an 
"illness" and a "spat" aboard the 
Apollo spacecraft. Our astronauts did 
develop colds and argued with ground 
control in one recent flight. 


How do we explain these instances 


of precognition? Dr. Krippner of the 
New York Registry observes: 


"Some people are unusually sensi- 


tive to the nuances of events in 
time and space. In the case of Alan 
Vaughn's dreams, it's possible that 
he received a telepathic impression 
from the Kennedy assassin."

GAYLE HUNNICUTT: 
Near-Tragedy Saved Her Marriage 


AYLE HUNNICUTT and Da- 


VJT vid Hemmings had a 
tempestuous courtship—but 
not half as tempestuous as 
their marriage. 


Gayle was in Ireland recently, 


where her estranged husband was 
filming a movie; her purpose was to 
effect a reconciliation. 


But the marital mending was not 


going well. Gayle was pondering her 
problems one day while fixing lunch 
for David on a movie set. She heard 
a shout, some scuffling, and turned 
just in time to see David fall from 
an alcove 15 feet to a stone floor. 


"I ran to him," she says. "He was 


unconscious, and blood was all over 
his face. The first thing I thought of 
was Bobby Kennedy. I didn't know 
if David was alive or dead. I thought 
how futile all our wrangling was, 
how little life we really have." 


David's injuries kept him confined 


for several weeks, but he recovered. 
So did their marriage. "We both re- 
alized how fragile life can be," Da- 
vid told me. "It made us aware of 


how dependent we are on one anoth- 
er for total love." 


Gayle, now starring in "The Eye 


of the Cat," only seems an indepen- 
dent woman. She broke away from 
strong family ties to pursue an act- 
ing career, working her way through 
UCLA as a secretary. Professionally, 
her life has progressed evenly. 


Privately, however, it's another 


story. Gayle is an Army brat, the 
daughter of a colonel. She loved gar- 
rison life—"It held both fascination 
and security for me. I was spoiled 
because my parents were married 
seven years before I was born, and I 
was an only child, only grandchild, 
and only niece. I was surrounded by 
adults who adored me. So I had total 
security, total love." 


As an aspiring actress, Gayle had 


neither. When she met David, he pro- 
vided the security and love that had 
become so necessary to her existence. 
This is the need which makes her so 
greatly dependent on him. 


And David? Two years ago he de- 


scribed himself to me as ". . . self- 
centered and egotistical. I don't get 


David and Gayle: a happy moment. 


along with people." I found that to 
be an honest appraisal then—but not 
so valid today. Marriage has mel- 
lowed him. 


In a sense he has come to depend 


on Gayle to free him from himself, 
to bring him from self-centeredness 


into a world of friends and outside 
interests. 


Gayle and David met at a party in 


1966 and claim they fell in love im- 
mediately. Then came a comedy of 
marriages—though neither of them 
sees the comic aspects. David told me 
in 1967 that they would get married 
several times "just to make sure." 
One ceremony was supposedly per- 
formed by themselves on a yacht off 
Italy. After several so-called "mar- 
riages," they joined in orthodox fash- 
ion Nov. 16, 1968. 


Their estrangement, says Gayle, 


came because ". . . we faced a dif- 
ficult situation, one we couldn't cope 
. with. David was starting a new mov- 


ie company then, and the pressures 
were unbearable. There were misun- 
derstandings which led to enormous 
rows. At the time, neither of us was 
in a position emotionally to come to 
terms. The months of separation 
made me realize, though, we couldn't 
live apart—yet it was only a near- 
tragedy that really brought us to- 
gether again."

Why We Must Win 


the Race Against 
German Measles 


rniNY five-year-old Betty, born 
J. hard of hearing and with a 
heart disorder, has to go to a school 
for the deaf. With many of her 
classmates, similarly or otherwise 
afflicted, she may be regarded as 
in the Rubella Class of '64. 


Betty is one of the 30,000 surviving 


youngsters born handicapped after the 
devastating rubella (German measles) epi- 
demic that swept the nation five years ago. 


On the basis of past cycle trends, an- 


other widespread outbreak of German 
measles is expected to strike some time 
next year. In a dramatic race to forestall 
the coming epidemic, medical scientists 
have been rushing to perfect safe and 
sure-fire antirubella vaccines. 


Within the n«xt few months, one or 


more vaccines should receive the neces- 
sary go-ahead license from the Federal Di- 
vision of Biologies Standards. When that 
red-letter day comes, it will be one of the 
biggest medical news breaks of the year. 


It will signal the start of a mass vac-

cination of 20 million children, a monu- 
mental project which is being prepared by 
the U.S. Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare. 


What will this mean to parents, particu- 


larly to mothers-to-be? As we all know, 
this viral disease is usually mild and rela- 
tively harmless in children. They get a 
rash for a few days, fever, some muscular 
pain, swelling in the neck, and a slight 
headache. But the infection is contagious, 
the virus spreading—through the mouth 
and nose—by close personal contact. The 
chief danger is to expectant mothers. 


When the disease hits, especially during 


the first three months of pregnancy, but 


also later, the virus can attack the unborn 
child's growing organs—the ears, eyes, 
heart, and brain. One out of four of these 
babies dies before birth, and as many as 
half who survive will have one or more 
birth defects. The infant may be born with 
cataracts or glaucoma, hepatitis or bone 
marrow disease, and he may be mentally 
retarded as well. 


The 1964 rubella epidemic, the great- 


est in a generation, affected an estimated 
10 million Americans. Nearly 250,000 were 
pregnant women. According to one study, 
about 30,000 babies died before birth, and 
many thousands more succumbed early in 
infancy. 


Until now, measures to prevent the dam- 


age of rubella have depended largely on 
therapeutic abortion and gamma globulin 
immunization, the effectiveness of which 
is questionable. Inevitably, the ravages of 
the '64 epidemic spurred an all-out drive 
for a reliable vaccine. Among those zero- 
ing in on the search were 12 university 
medical centers, eight pharmaceutical com- 
panies, and five industrial-research labs, 
all coordinated by the National Institutes 
of Health. 


While several rubella virus strains have 


been isolated for study, in the national in- 
terest the concentration is mainly on a 
single virus strain—HPV-77—developed 
by NIH scientists. (HPV-77 stands for 
High Passage Virus—77 passages in tis- 
sue cultures to grow it.) This is a "live" 
virus vaccine, considered more .effective 
than a "killed" type. 


The HPV-77 strain was made available 


to scientists and drug manufacturers. Vac- 
cines were made up from duck embryo tis- 
tue culture by Merck & Co. and from dog 
kidney tissue by Philips Roxane Inc.; an- 
other firm, Smith Kline & French, work- 
ing with an independent rubella strain 
originating in Belgium, grows its vaccine 
in rabbit kidney tissues. One university is 
growing still another rubella strain in hu- 
man embryonic lung tissues. 


The most intensive effort has focused 


on HPV-77. In testing, scientists at first 
feared that vaccinated children might 
transmit the virus to their mothers. That 
fear has now been allayed in one mass test 
after another. 


In two suburbs of Philadelphia, for ex- 


ample, 265 children received the Merck 
vaccine. None of their mothers, sisters, or 
brothers came down with German measles. 
Among them were 18 pregnant mothers, 
who showed no sign that they had picked

It's still too early to tell whether 


a "shot" will confer long-term im- 
munity or need boosters. So far, 
children vaccinated three years 
ago are still protected. 


In some studies with adult wom- 


en, however, a vaccine occasionally 
produced some mild arthritis-like 
symptoms, which soon disap- 
peared entirely. 


When vaccines are approved, 


not only will small children be in- 
oculated but also perhaps teen-age 
girls. At first, they'll be used by 
pediatricians in private practice. 
Then, as production soars, the vac- 
cines will go into the Government- 
sponsored nationwide immuniza- 
tion campaign. Some doctors may 
vaccinate wives if they are not 
pregnant at the time and will not 
become pregnant soon. 


Th« ultimata goal, through vac- 


cination of the nation's children 
(the "carriers"), is to wipe out 
German measles entirely in the 
U.S. Then even women who hadn't 
received the vaccine themselves 
would be safeguarded. 


At least we should be all set 


for next year's rubella onslaught. 
Hopefully, before long, German 
measles—and the dread birth de- 
fects it causes—will become as 
uncommon as polio today. •

is the test of professionalism, 
then Mel Kishner passes Jt 
with colors (oils, watercolors, 
acrylics and caseins) flying. 


His one-man show, in the 


Mahler Gallery of the Berg- 
strom Art Center, 165 N. Park 
Ave., through May 18, offers 
abundant proof of this veteran 
artist and illustrator's pro- 
ficiency in a variety of media. 


Kishner, who will present a 


public lecture - demonstration 
at the Bergstrom at 3 p.m.

Journal for many years. His 


paintings — generally tied in 
with a particular news event 
or personality — frequently 
lead off the Sunday editorial 
section.

graphs by Danny Lyon, one of 
the most original and influen- 
tial of young American photo- 
graphers, is being shown in 
Gallery 106 at the Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago through July 
6. 


In this exhibition of about 50 


prints, titled "Prison and the 
Free World," Lyon re-estab- 
lishes himself as "the photo- 
artist of the outcast, the poet 
of the underdog," as he was 
once described. 


The exhibition, as indicated 


by the title, offers a contrast 
in themes. A number of the 
photographs, some of which 
were reproduced in the April 
issue of Esquire magazine, 
depict life in penal institutions 
in the United Stales. Others 
are 
chosen from a 
large 


project 
sponsored by New 


York state, illustrating the 
destruction of Lower Man- 
hattan. Still others were taken 
during a stay in Knoxville, 
Tennessee. 


Born in Brooklyn in 1942, 


Lyon spent most of his early 
life in Queens. During his 
college years at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, where he 
studied ancient history, he 
began riding and photograph- 
ing motorcycles. The interest 
in cycling was no whim. The 
world of cycling was the main 
subject of Lyon's first one- 
man show, at the Art Insti- 


tute, in 1966. He subsequently 
authored and produced photo- 
graphs 
for 
a 
book 
titled 


Bikeriders. published in 1968 
by Macmillan, and dedicated 
to Hugh Edwards, the Art 
Institute's Curator of Photo- 
graphy. 


Lyon is quite specific and 


articulate about his work. In 
1966. 
at the time of his first 


exhibition at the Art Institute, 
Lyon was quoted as saying, 
"My pictures don't make you 
judge these people. You can 
Inok at them and react to 
them as you want. If any of 
the pictures forced a judg- 
ment on you, they'd be lousy 
pictures. The people I photo- 
graph are real. What I have 
to express I put in my photos, 
and I have nothing to add to 
them. I live pretty much in 
the worlds I photograph. To 
me, human beings are cap- 
able of anything and 
are 


capable of more things than 
can ever be told about in 
theories or books or that 
sociologists can imagine."

These scenes, vividly-realized 
and o v e r t l y melodramatic, 
must have pleased the editors. 
They may not be great art, 
but they are well suited to 
their editorial purpose, which 
is to get and hold the atten- 
tion of the reader. 


Considerably more interest- 


ing from an aesthetic stand- 
point are Kishner's tightly- 
o r ganized, meticulously-real- 
ised scenes of nature, for 
which he obviously has great 
empathy. 


"Autumn Sunfall" is a high- 


ly e f f e c t i v e serigraph, in 
which the birds and leafless 
trees seem almost to be part 
of the cosmic wheel that is 
the sun, w h i l e 
"Winter 


Theme" is a precise and 
r i g o r o usly-controlled land- 
scape with undeniable nostal- 
gic appeal. 


In "Variations on a Land- 


scape Theme," the artist sets 
delicately r e a l i s t i c trees 
against a near-expressionistic 


sky, 
and in "White City" he 


experiments with the control- 
led absorption of watercolors. 


Kishner moves in the direct- 


ion of surrealism with "And 
We Wonder Where You Are", 
and in the direction of calen- 
dar art in "Bluebird Weath- 
er". His editorial illustrations 
— "Fidel Castro", 
"McNa- 


mara" and "Walter Ulbricht" 
— are serviceable, ingenious. 
. .and forgettable. 


If there is a weakness in the 


Kishner show, it is that the 
various works — outstanding 
in themselves — are unified 
more by the artist's technical 
proficiency, than by a strong 
and 
ideologically consistent 


viewpoint. But to ask for 
more is perhaps to demand 
too much of a talented crafts- 
man 
who must work for 


others as well as for himself, 
and who has selected the best 
of both worlds for this attrac-

than the Museum of Primitive 
Art has ever been able to 
display at one tune. 


Meanwhile the Museum of 


Primitive Art itself will be 
showing, through Aug. 31, 
"The Nelson A. Rockefeller 
Collection of Mexican Folk 
Art." 


A major event of the sum- 


mer — May 28 through Sept. 
1—at the Museum of Modern 
Art will be "Twentieth-Cen- 
tury Art from the Nelson 
Aldrich Rockefeller C o 11 e c- 
tion," the first large public 
showing of what the museum 
considers "one of the most 
important private collections 
in this country." 


In June the MMA will re- 


install on its third floor many 
of its major works in a 
historical sequence, so that 
viewers may see the develop- 
ment of modern art in the 
present century.

Tuition Grants an Economic Matter 


The traditional opposition to the pro- 


posal for the state to provide tuition grants 
to 
pupils 
in 
private 
elementary 
and 


secondary schools is that such expenditures 
violate the constitutional mandate for the 
separation ol church and state. But in 
reality 
tins is an emotional 
argument 


rather than a legal one. and oftimes we 
suspect it appeals to the users as a logical 
outward means of expressing inner relig- 
ious prejudice. 


The Cituens for Educational Freedom, 


the committee which is supporting such 
legislation in Madison, cites a number of 
legal precedents on both the state and 
federal level lor the use of tax funds for 
the education of children in Christian and 
Jewish schools. 


After W 01 Id War 1, Wisconsin provided 


monlhlv grants to veterans attending the 
University of Wisconsin "or any other 
institution of high school or 
collegiate 


grade in the state." The law was challenged 
as 
"giving 
financial 
aid 
to 
religious 


schools," but the state supreme court 
declared 
"the contention that 
financial 


benefit accrues to religious schools from 
the act is untenable " 


Wisconsin currently provides tuition 


grants to more than 5,000 students to help 
them pay tuition in private colleges and 
universities. It provides scholarship grants 
to thousands of college students and the 
award winners can apply the grants to 
tuition payments in private schools. The 
slate 
also 
provides 
tuition 
grants to 


students in the fields of forestry, den- 
tistry, architecture and 
veterinary 
sci- 


ence, and the students are free to apply the 
grants to tuition payments in any public or 
private school 


Similar precedents at the federal level 


are cited. The federal government 
has 


provided tuition grants to more than eight 
million students who were involved in the 
nation's wars, including more than four 
and one-half million below the college level. 
The federal government provides tuition 
grants to war orphans attending Christian 
and Jewish schools, to low income students 
in both public and private schools, and 


under a score of other programs to 
thousands of undergraduate and graduate 
students in both public and private col- 
leges. 


Many of these state and federal prece- 


dents are based on the "purpose and 
primary effect" doctrine, enunciated by 
the Supreme Court in the Schempp case in 
1963. The doctrine states that if the 
legislative purpose and the primary effect 
of a law are secular, the law is constitution- 
al even though an incidental benefit results 
to religion. 


If the argument concerning separation 


of church and state can thus be disposed of, 
the question in Wisconsin becomes primar- 
ily an economic one. 


The main reason parents are experienc- 


ing increasing difficulty in paying their 
children's way to private schools is that 
tuition at private schools i.s increasing 
rapidly, at the same time that their taxes 
are increasing rapidly, mainly to support 
public education at all levels. And to bring 
the problem lull circle, it is the level of 
teacher salaries provided out of taxes in 
public schools \\hich is putting the private 
school budgets in the bind since they have 
to maintain their salary schedules 
at 


competitive levels. 


Most citizens 
will also accept 
the 


proposition that 
our total 
educational 


effort benefits greatly from a combination 
of private and public education, and that a 
disappearance of private education would 
tend to stagnate the public educational 
establishment. 


Accepting these propositions, then it 


becomes a matter that the state of 
Wisconsin would benefit economically in 
the long run by making it more feasible for 
parents to continue to send their children 
to private schools. 


The problem is that financing a tuition 


grant program in this session of the 
legislature would create a short-term fiscal 
expenditure of major proportions at a time 
v hen financing present state services will 
in itself produce a sizeable increase in 
taxes 
And the benefits of 
long-range 


educational savings to the slate must be 
balanced aqainst the short-term problem. 


King Caucus af Madison 


Responsible commentators in this stale, 


including our own Madison correspondent, 
have for some years maintained a drumfire 
of criticism of the rising importance of the 
caucus in the 
operation 
of the state 


legislature. 


The caucus is an ancient and legitimate 


part of the political process. The dictionary 
definition is "a private or preliminary 
meeting of the members of a political 
party." The caucus in a literal sense is not 
only a justifiable device; it is virtually 
essential to the operation of political 
parties and no person with even a pretense 
of understanding 
of the challenge and 


response functions of American politics 
would deny it. 


The problem in Madison is that the 


legitimate function of the caucus is being 
extended beyond all reason, and as a 
consequence, another essential ingredient 
of American democracy — open decisions 
openly arrived at — is being eroded. 


It is one thing for the members of Ihe 


(wo parties in each chamber at Madison to 
hold closed door meetings for the selection 
of their leaders, the discussion of their 
political objectives, tactics and strategy, 
and to put it candidly, to apply a degree of 
partisan discipline when it is needed and 
when the usual tools — such as job 
patronage in many other states — are not 
available to the party leadership. 


But when the houses daily suspend their 


open deliberations for protracted periods 
for behind-the-doors discussions and ex- 
planations and debates on pending legisla- 
tion, the caucus function is being pervert- 
ed. 


This is what has been happening at 


Madison, we regret to say. and there is a 
good chance that 
some 
of our 
own 


representatives are not even aware of the 
distortion of the caucus idea that has 
occurred gradually over a long period. Our 
Madison bureau representative recently 
noted, with some disappointment, that 
some of the younger and lately elected 
members of the legislature evidently do not 
know that the legislature used to be 
operated differently, when it was the duty 
of the leader to lead, the committee 
chairmen to explain, and the members to 
read and study bills before them, listen to 
the floor discussions, and to vote as their 
own convictions and the persuasiveness of 
their chosen leaders might influence them. 


One indignant critic of the 
caucus 


system, a teacher of journalism in Milwau- 
kee, has publicly called for an amendment 
to the law prohibiting secrecy in Wisconsin 
government to outlaw 
the caucus by 


specific language. 


Believing as we do that there are 


legitimate uses of the caucus, and that in a 
system 
of 
partisan 
competition 
it 
is 


inevitable that men and women allied in a 
particular political party will 
find 
it 


necessary or useful to meet for private 
discussions occasionally, 
we would 
not 


endorse such legislation. But it is fair to 
warn al the same time that if the 
legislature persists in its excessive reliance 
on the caucus as a substitute for public 
deliberation on public business such puni- 
tive measures will readily gain public 
support. 


The Need tor Family Life Education 


Will the youngsters in today's Fox 


Cities grow up to be good parents? 


There is at least a strong chance that 


many of them will not. 
After all, their 


education in how to be good parents is 
often left to chance. 


If a youngster's family goes to church, 


he may learn some things about parenthood 
1here. Maybe he belongs to some communi- 
ty organization which teaches him other 
things. But. by and large, his education in 
these things is left to his own parents. 


The problem is that many of today's 


fathers and mothers are ill-equipped to 
educate their children. They teach mainly 
by their example, and in many cases their 
example is inadequate In too many cases 
their relationship with their children is not 
close or sacred. In many others there are 
vast areas of new knowledge about parent- 
hood which the parents themselves never 
learned. 


Because the family unit is the absolute 


foundation of our society, and because 
education in parenthood and family living 
has been haphazard in the present genera- 
tions, a growing number of educators, 
social workers, psychologists and parents 
are pressing for some sort of formal 
education. 


The rapid rise in divorces, illegitima- 


cies, juvenile dehnqency and emotional 
disturbances in youth convince them that 
education in family living can no longer be 
left to chance. 


But schools in the Fox Cities and other 


areas of the country have been reluctant 
1o take on such a responsibility. They have 
feared strong parental opposition. 


However, this month for the first time, 


lum should help students develop values 


the State Department of Public Instruction 
has stated its position in favor of family life 
education in the schools. 


"The schools have a responsibility to 


provide family life education which will 
enable each student to relate in a meaning- 
ful manner to his present as well as hia 
future family," the state's position papers 
states. It calls for a well-structured pro- 
gram in each grade level, kindergarten 
through twelfth grade. 


The statement is careful to point out 


that the parents are basically responsible 
for providing such education, and that 
churches share the responsibility. But also 
"the school has a unique opportunity to 
exert leadership in making family life 
education a constructive experience for 
children." 


The state does not specify just what 


should be taught in these courses, leaving 
the curriculum to the discretion of the 
community. It points out that the curricu- 
and attitudes that contribute to the well- 
being of the individual, the family and the 
society. 


General 
areas 
which 
such 
courses 


should probably teach include relationships 
between 
parents, 
parent-child relation- 


ships, child rearing, money 
management 


and sex education. 


It is time for school systems in the Fox 


Cities 1o begin serious consideration of 
family life education programs. Parents 
and members of the community should be 
involved in planning the curriculum. 


There will be opposition, but most 


parents will come to understand that such a 
program will only strengthen the family 
unit, wherein lies the future of the Fox 
Cities society.

Editor's Notebook 
Idea of Modernizing 
County Government 
Started in Appleton

Not long after I came to The Post-Crescent seven years 


ago I became interested in a project of the Appleton Area 
Chamber of Commerce which involved a study of county 


government structure and what might be 
done to better equip it to handle the mul- 
tiplying problems brought on by urbaniza- 
tion. 


The study group came to the conclusion 


that several 
improvements 
were badly 


needed, the election of supervisors on a 
popular vote basis, possible reduction in the 
size of some county boards, and provisions 


Torinus 
for an executive head of county govern- 


ment. We sounded out sentiment in other counties of over 
100,000 population, and as a result put together an in- 
formal organization representing about 10 such counties.. 


In our amateurish way we drafted a bill to accomplish 


these objectives, and succeeded in having it introduced 
in the Assembly. We all trooped down to testify at the 
public hearing, and received a rather rude awakening. 
It was obvious we were bucking the establishment and 
the bill was clobbered when it came to a vote on the 
Assembly floor. 


But I was approached by Al Thelen, the experienced 


lobbyist for the Wisconsin County Board Association, and 
was surprised .to learn thai Al had somewhat kindred 
ideas. He said he knew such improvements were needed, 
but that you couldn't accomplish such basic reforms in one 
fell swoop. He said that if our group would come in with 
a. resolution appointing a special committee to study the 
whole matter, he would support it. 


The resolution was subsequently introduced, passed 


both chambers with surprising ease, and I fortunately was 
appointed to the committee. It turned out to be a most- 
enlightening experience in the practical workings of demo- 
cratic government. 


AVe had something going for us right from the be- 


ginning At just about this time the United States Supreme 
Court issued the landmark decision that legislative bodies 
must be elected on the one man-one vote principle, and the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court subsequently ruled that this 
applies to local units ol goveinmcnt in the state It became 
a matter where if the legislature did not act the Supreme 
Court would 


1 was particularly impressed w i t h the wa> Senator 


Walter Hollander, committee chairman, handled the stud\. 
We held public hearings around the slate, and patiently 
listened to numerous witnesses, the sessions sometimes 
running well into the night 
Then we met for several

And after the apportionment matter had 


been resolved he took the ball in the County Boards Asso- 
ciation and pressed for a constitutional amendment to 
modify the uniformity requirement to give county govern- 
ment home rule powers similar to those which cities have, 
and the authority to appoint or elect an executive or an 
administrator. 


The home rule provision was eliminated by the legis- 


lature, but the authorization for executives or adminis- 
trators was approved by two subsequent sessions and as 
you well know was ratified by the voters in the referendum 
April 1.

Now Speaker Harold Froehlich has introduced enabling 


legislation to make an executive officer mandatory in 
counties of 100,000 population, and voluntary in smaller 
counties. And another constitutional amendment has been 
introduced to give counties home rule powers. 


My point is that on many occasions when you are 


working on various civic projects the obstacles appear so 
solid and the prospects of success so bleak that it is easy 
to become discouraged and give up the fight.

Nationalist 


and Communist-saw it differ- 
ently. Chinese maps still show 
Soviet territories as Chinese. 
The Chinese view was, and is, 
that the Russian czars impos- 
ed unjust treaties upon a 
weaker China. 
One area Russia had long 


coveted, under czars and com- 
missars, was vast Sinkiang— 


known under today's Chinese 
rule as the Smkiang-Uighur 
Autonomous Region. It is 2.5 
times the size of Texas. Most- 
ly barren desert and locked in 
by mountains, it is ext'aordi- 
narily rich in all manner of 
natural 
resources, including 


uranium, the raw material of 
nuclear power Today it is the 
site of China's nuclear weap- 
ons testing. 


Unloved Minority 


Sinkiang has a 1,500-mile 


border with the U S S R It has 
a blood-splattered history of 
icbclhon against Chinese dom- 
ination, which has been histor- 
ically weak 
The 
Han—the 


Chinese—a small minority in 
Sinkiang, were and are an 
unloved minority 


A century ago, Russia invad- 


ed Sinkiang on the pretext of 
protecting Russian trade inter- 
ests during a Moselm rebellion 
against the Manchus. The Rus- 
sians stayed 10 years and left 
only w h e n assured treaty 
rights and the establishment 
of consulates in major cities. 


With the rise of the Commu- 


nists to power in China, Pe- 
king began to colonize Sin- 
kiang with Chinese, swelling 
the population from eight mil- 
lion to 11 million Soviet un- 
derground 
agitation led 
to 


uprisings. As early as 3958, 
Peking was complaining cau- 
tiously, and by 1960, refugees 
were flooding across the bor- 
ders 
into 
Soviet 
territory 


China closed Soviet consulates, 
and 
after 1962, sealed the 


borders 


There were many tensions 


elsewhere along the long fron- 
tiers There was rivalry for 
Outer Mongolia, a Soviet satel- 
lite since 
1924 There 
was 


lively Chinese Communist sus- 
picion of Soviet intentions in 
Inner 
Mongolia 
And there 


was, in turn, lively Soviet 
suspicion of the Chinese 


In September, 1964, the So- 


viet Communist party paper 
Pravda complained that 10 
years before, "a new textbook 
of Chinese history was pub- 
lished, containing a map of 
China as it was, in the opinion 
of the authors, prior to the 
first Opium War. This map 
made Burma, Vietnam, Korea, 
Thailand Malaya, Nepal, Bhu- 
tan and Sikkim part of China 
To the north the frontier ran 
along the Stanov range, cut- 
ting off the far eastern terri- 
tory of the U S S R , and to the 
west, parts of Kirghizia, Tad- 
jikistan and Kazakhstan up to 
Lake Balkash were included in 
China." 


Claim Territory 


Chinese claims to what is 


now Soviet territory date back 
300 years 
Russian

I he Amur River—which the 
Chinese call "River of the 
Black Dragon " The Manchus 
drove them out, and a treaty 
established the Amur as the 
frontier The river meanders, 
and this places its islands in 
dispute 


Czanst Russia took advan- 


tage of China in 1858 and 1860. 
When China was in trouble 
with a rebellion and a British- 
French i n v a s i o n , Moscow 
slaked claim to the Maritime 
Province, where Vladivostok 
eventually w a s built. And 
Stalin, like the czars, also took 
advantage, forcing the Chinese 
Communists to give him rights 
in the Port Arthur Naval Base 
and the port of Dairen. 


According to a recent offici- 


al Moscow note, in the early 
1960s "the 
situation of the 


frontiers began to worsen." 
There were frequent viola- 
tions 


Then came Peking's blast in 


March 1963. Moscow quietly 
sought to discuss the question 
with Peking to "confirm bor- 
der lines " Peking retorted 
that 
the lines needed 
not 


confirmation 
but correction. 


Talks early in 1964 got no- 
where 
Tension rose on the 


frontiers, and Mao Tse - tung 
increased it. 


"A hundred years ago," Mao 


told visiting Japanese social- 
ists in September 1963, "the 
region east of Baikal became 
Russian territory and, later 
on, Vladisvistok, Khabarovsk, 
Kamchatka and other regions 
became territory of the Soviet 
Union. We have not yet pre- 
sented the bill for the list." 
Big Bill 


The bill would be big. China 


subsequently c l a i m e d terri- 
tories in the Soviet far east 
and central Asia which would 
be three times the area of 
France. Moscow was outraged. 
For the first time, Soviet 
people were told that Mao— 
with whom Moscow long had 
pledged "undying friendship" 
—was demanding Soviet terri- 


The C h i n e s e, meanwhile, 


complained bitterly that Rus- 
sians were fomenting rebellion 
on China's side of the fron- 
tiers. There were, from other 
sources, reports that the Rus- 
sians were training and sup- 
porting a "Liberation Move- 
ment for Eastern Turkestan." 
During 
1963. 
thousands 
of 


Kazakhs 
and 
Uighurs 
had 


swarmed into Soviet territory, 
and got political asylum there. 
There had been some shooting 
incidents. 


The Russians, said Peking, 


"enticed and coerced tens of 
thousands of Chinese citizens 
into going to the Soviet Union 
and created trouble on the 
border." China, which 
has 


more than 50 non-Chinese mi- 
norities, accused the Russians 
of undermining Peking's au- 
thority with non-Chinese na- 
tionalities. 


Was Substance 


There was plenty of sub- 


stance to the complaints Mos- 
cow pumped tons of inflamma- 
tory propaganda 
into areas 


across the border. Smkiang's 
Turkic population, always res- 
tive under the Chinese, was fed 
a steady diet of horror stories 
about 
mistreatment 
of 
the 


minorities by the Han rulers 


Moscow interest and concern 


quickened 
m October 1964, 


when — only a day after the 
Russians had ousted Nikita 
S Khrushchev as premier — 
China exploded her first atom- 
ic device in Smkiang's Tak- 
lamakan desert, the first step 
in a swift three-year march to 
hydrogen bomb and missile 
potential. 


Shooting and other border 


incidents flared up frequently 
as China's Cultural Revolution 
brought the Moscow - Peking 
feud to a new high tempera- 
ture. The Russians ostenta- 
tiously signed a "mutual de- 
fense pact" with Outer Mon- 
golia, obviously aimed at fore- 
stalling C h i n e s e influence. 
High Soviet military and po- 
litical leaders toured border 
areas in the far east and, with 
much publicity, axvarded med- 
als to "heroic" border guards. 


China published new ship- 


ping regulations 
for border 


rivers, treating the Soviet Un- 
ion as if it were a hostile 
power. Tension rose in the far 
east after Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
the Soviet party chief, visited 
there and stressed the area's 
importance to Soviet defense. 


In February 1967, Peking's 


land reclamation ministry told 
workers in frontier areas to be 
leady to take up rifles to 
battle 
for the motherland. 


Tens of thousands of newly 
demobilized Chinese soldiers 
became border guards m the 
north. 


Ma/or Clashes 


In March of this year came 


the maj'or clashes on the 
frozen Ussuri River in the far 
east Moscow's treatment of 
this contrasted sharply with 
previous practice The Russi- " 
ans immediately published ac- 
counts of the clash, pulled out 
all p r o p a g a n d a stops and 
painted the Chinese as blood- 
thirsty aggressors 


On the record, the Russians 


ascribed the clashes to a need 
of Mao to frighten his country, 
so that he could consolidate it 
behind his regime as the Ninth 
Party Congress was about to 
confirm the ouster of all his 
foes. But the Kremlin's atti- 
tude also suggested brooding 
about the possibility that Pe- 
king might break out of isola- 
tion and in concert with other 
nations pose a new threat to 
the U S.S.R. 


As the Ninth Congress open- 


ed in Peking, the leaders 
revived slogans about pre- 
paredness for war. Internal 
propaganda stressed "a new 
high |ide of grasping revolu- 
tion . . 
and preparedness 


against war." Sinkiang was 
told to strengthen "the defense 
of the frontier and heighten 
the awareness of the enemy .. 
s t r e n g t h e n preparedness 
against war and consolidate 
national defense."

season I was instructed to 
dispense with all manuals once 
in production, as you learn by 
doing. This was preached by 
producers of very large the- 
atres. 


The collapse of the tent was 


listed with our insurance claim 
as an "Act of God." We're 
disputing this in the New York 
courts as an improper installa- 
tion. 


The theatre business is a 


fast one, and when you're open 
only eight weeks out of the 
year everything must go like 
clockwork. When people make 
mistakes, a producer cannot 
afford to give out second 
chances — they must be 


corrected immediately In the 
theatre business, 
like any 


business, occasionally people 
do not work out and they must 
be replaced for the good of the 
company and the good of the 
productions. 


Two days before 
"Okla- 


homa!" premiered 
we let 


seven people go It did not 
hurt our production a bit as it 
displayed the combined talents 
of the WISCONSIN MUSIC 
THEATRE artists at a height 
even they did not realize they 
would attain. A standing ova- 
tion almost every evening was 
their just reward. The re- 
viewers as well hailed the 
"Oklahoma!" production as 
the 
b e s t to date. Our 


"troubles" only proved to im- 
prove us. 


Inside the Masonic Temple 


Theatre, our home after the 
tent collapse, the audiences 
continued to come. Remem- 
ering the many heat waves, 
our paid admissions averaged 
241 per performance for a 
seasonal total of 12,050 plus 
3,000 complimentary tickets to 
institutions and those not able 
to purchase seats. The paid 
admissions multiplied by an 
average ticket price of $325 
totals $39,162,50.

analysis of the tax problem as

by Henry J. 


Taylor in the April 23 Post- 
Crescent I do agree with him 
that the $600 tax exemption is 
unfair and antiquated In fact, 
there is no good reason to 
have exemptions 
at all for 


persons other than the handi- 
capped. If Congress had de- 
signed the exemption to pro- 
vide a realistic allowance for 
the support of each person, 
that allowance should be at 
least $1500 per year. On that 
basis, a couple with 6 children 
would pay no tax on income 
less than $12,000 per year A 
couple with no children would

"Sometimes a little butter 


slips into my letters, but it 
goes right on through with the 
mail," she remarked with a

Famous for Cheery Touch 
When evening comes, Mrs. 


Blick takes pen in hand once 
again to write about every- 
thing but house work. "That's 
something I never talk about 
with my pen pals," she said 
emphatically. "I also try to 
avoid matters of health even 
though I get long letters from 
people telling all bout their 
arthritis.

A new 
period of instability set in.

in the Splicing and Burling 
Department at Appleton Mills. 
Or perhaps that is too strong 
a word, and credit should be 
given to the 34 women of the 
department who with dextrous 
skill weave together the ends 
of lengths of fabric so intri- 
cately and carefully that no 
seam nor weakness remains 
to bear evidence of their 
work. 


This abode of latter day

while talking with Mrs. Frank 
Evers who has just retired 
after (41) years employment 
with Appleton Mills, (36 of 
them continuous.) Mrs. Evers 
has worked as both splicer 
and burler and 
is now =a 


burling inspector. Her career 
began in 1922 when she and 
her sister set out to find jobs. 
After looking around at the 
opportunities 
available they 


settled at Appleton Mills be- 
cause, as Mrs. Evers said, it 
"smelled clean." 
She still

High on Seniority 


Mrs. Evers' long years of 


service are representative of 
her 
department, which 
is 


known for high seniority. One 
splicer has 42 years to her 
credit, and five women have 
worked for at least 30 years. 


Armed with their tools, a 


crochet hook and "scratcher" 
—an instrument 
akin to a 


nut pick, they attack the 
formidable task of making 
"bands" of fabric. Theirs is 
one step in the process that 
turns raw wool into industrial 
felt. 


Plain, untreated fabirc is 


brought to the splicers who 
join from 500 to 9,000 match- 
ing threads on lengths that 
average 30 feet, but can be as 
long as 175 feet. The center 
must be identical, with no 
misweaves. The material is 
draped over two long saw- 
horses, and two women work 


from the sides to the center. 
In frequently, they do not 
meet precisely and the indi- 
vidual threads do not mesh 
properly. It is disappointing, 
but 
the process must be 


repeated. 


All of the 
women must 


know all of the weaves, which 
are c o n s i d e r a b l e . The 
simplest, and coarsest, is the 
one and one. The layman is 
familiar with this type from 
homemade potholders; there 
is one thread above and one 
below. 


Pass Rigid Inspection 


Once the material has been 


woven into a whole, so that 
paper makers can 
put it 


around rollers, it passes into 
the burling room. Her it is 
inspected intensively for flaws 
and repaired if necessary. 


The fabric is placed on 


poles with very strong lights 
shining on it. Inspectors ex- 
amine the fabric minutely, 
marking 
flaws 
with green 


chalk. 


Burlers receive the incipient 


felts and correct the imper- 
fections. 
Knots, snags and 


other 
unwanted 
flaws 
are 


smoothed out and woven back 
into the fabric under their 
hands. They then "scratch" 
the m a t e r i a l with their 
scratchers 
t o 
provide for 


eveness of yarn distribution. 
This insures that there will be 
no tight threads, nor loose 
ones. 


The ladies of the depart- 


ment, having done their best, 
pass on the spliced and re- 
paired fabric and prepare to 
start anew on their phase of 
the Valley's paper-making in- 
dustry.

Designed Air Cushion Vehicles (ACVs), they skim with exceptional speed 


and ease over land and water, while being equally at home in such intermediate 
environments as ice, snow, marsh and mud. 


Serving until recently primarily as research vehicles, ACVs are now fulfilling 


significant military and commercial roles. 


The U. S. Army, for example, deployed in 1968 its first ACV combat unit to 


South Vietnam where they are operating at up to 70 miles per hour in the very 
inland waterways and marshland which have plagued conventional combat 
vehicles. These craft clear obstacles of up to four feet high, plow through six- 
foot vegetation and cross ditches up to 12 feet wide and eight feet deep. 


Built by Textron's Bell Aerosystems Company of Buffalo, N. Y., the Army 


ACVs are armed and armored versions of the commercial Bell vehicles used in 
this nation's first experiment in scheduled ACV passenger service. For 12 
months in 1965 and 1966, nearly 14,000 persons were whisked in direct routes 
across San Francisco Bay between Oakland and San Francisco Airports and 
downtown San Francisco.

Ihe monastery plundered and all its valuables stolen 
and the buildings and grounds declared the property 
of the state. . . In the year 1809, 100 years ago, the 
buildings and neighboring lands came into the posses- 
sion of Mr. Boch Buschmann (Jean Francois Boch) 
through purchase. Mettlach at the time was a small 
fishing village of about 20 families. It was a great 
blessing lo these poor villagers when Mr. Boch decided 
tc turn the ruined abbey into a pottery."

The manufacture of decorative stoneware began 


3n 1841, following the consolidation of the plant at 
Mettlach with other factories owned by the Boch family 
In the late 1860s, technicians at Mettlach perfected 
and introduced the "Chromolith" process, by which 
ornamentations were inlaid in the body of the article, 
much in the manner of cloissome enamel work. Sub- 
sequently, "Mettlach Ware" won wide popularity \vith 
its fine coloring and soft matte effects. 


The distinctive stamp of the "Old Tower" on the 


bottom of a drinking vessel came to mean the finest 
in design and craftsmanship. 


Fire Ruined Plant

Completion of Transcontinental Railroad

PPLTOVS two weekly newspapers of a 


jM century ago joined those across the cotin 
Sm try which noted one of America's great 
/ • moments of history — the laying of the last 
j£ • rail and the driving of the golden spike to 


complete the nation's first transcontinental 


railroad system This moment is one which will be 
re-enacted at noon Saturday. May 10, exactly 100 years 
later at Promontory. Utah 


There will be a slight difference in that a new 


half-million dollar visitors* center and museum will 
be dedicated on the windswept Promontory Summit 
that today is Golden Spike National Historic Park 
Also, today's dignitaries, railroad buffs and visitors 
will reach the National Park Service site by bus from 
Ogden, Utah, the closest point that steel rails get to 
the once bustling Promontory. 


The site has been restored as faithfully as possible 


to its original condition Old-style ties and rail have 
been relaid for a mile over the original roadbed. 
Replicas of the Union Pacific locomotive No 119. the 
"Pride of the Prairies," and the balloon-stacked 
"Jupiter" of the Central Pacific will touch cowcatchers 
just as they did 103 years ago Their whistles will 
toot and their bells will sound out just as did their 
originals at the first celebration The original Golden

Some Telegraph Message 


An old-fashioned telegraph key will start chatter-

particularly in large cities. The Crescent reported the 
event May 15, 1869. with a May 10 dateline on it* 
story. "News was received this afternoon of the com- 
pletion of the Pacific Railroad. One hundred guns 
were fired in City Hall Park, in New York, and Mayor 
Hall forwarded a congratulatory message to the Mayor 
of San Francisco 
A commemorative celebration had 


previously been held in Trinity Church, at which a 
telegram by the Chamber of Commerce to a similar 
body in San Francisco was read and an address de- 
livered by the Rev Dr Vmton " 


The Post declaied that dispatches from Washing- 


ton, Philadelphia (where the Libeity bell was rung 
for the occasion t ' and other places" reported equal 
enthusiasm and that the city of Philadelphia was

In Chicago, said the Crescent, the parade was over

Birds Begin 
Their Annual 
Clean-UpJob

Billions of insect eggs that were laid last fall by 


various species are now hatching out. The grubs and 
caterpillars which come out of the eggs Include many 
species that attack plants. 


Some feed on the roots of plants, some on stems, 


some on leaves, some on twigs and bark. Some 
insects even sting their eggs into a tree, and their 
caterpillars or grubs chew up the wood and make 
hollows in trees.

The plants which are attacked are of all kinds: 


farm and garden crops, wildflowers, weeds and 
grasses home ground trees and bushes and those 
which are found in city parks and cemeteries, and 
wild forest land. 


Each insect is careful to lay her eggs on or near a 


plant which her young caterpillars or grubs will find 
tasty. When they hatch out of the eggs, they fiid 
their food practically underfoot and begin chewing. 


If all these immature insect forms were left un- 


checked, they would kill off all the vegetation. But 
nature has provided that a majority of these eggs and 
caterpillars shall never live to maturity. Various 
forms of animal life feed an insects, but It Is the 
birds that do the most good. 


Even in winter there are such birds as woodpeck- 


ers, nuthatches, chickadees and others which find 
eggs and sleeping immature insects in crevices or 
tree bark and other shelters. 


But the most dramatic clean-up job Is done by 


migrating warblers. (Vireos, flycatchers and some 
others are a help, too.) Warblers spend the winter 
months in such southern spots as southern California 
and Florida, Mexico and Central and South America. 
As early as February they begin making their way 
northward. They may travel rapidly or slowly, de- 
pending on the weather. Their journeys are timed 
so that they arrive at the various latitudes just when 
the first leaves and blossoms are opening up. 


Cold or rainy weather slows them up and keeps 


them in one spot for a while. This is a good thing, 
for such weather slows up the progress of plant 
growth too. The hatching of insect eggs is also timed 
by weather. Caterpillars that feed on such early 
leaves as maple, for instance, are among the first to 
hatch out. 


The millions of warblers which pass through a 


given area do not all come at once; often they come 
in waves. A wave of these birds (of over 30 species 
in our area) may arrive during one night. They 
remain for several days, then go on northward. While 
they are here, they keep busy picking off insects 
from opening flower and leaf clusters, from twigs and 
bark or other plant parts. They hop and flit about 
so that it is hard to identify them. 


A few days later another wave may come along, 


and again you may have the pleasure of looking at 
these tiny birds. An unusually long warm spell may 
hurry them along so fast that their clean-up Job* are 
only half done. In these years we may look for buggy 
summers.

Naturally, the public interest in this book will fas 


centered on what it has to say about Jacqueline 
Bouvier Kennedy Onassis, 


On that score, there are no great revelations. It Ls 


the story of the Bouvier family in America. It's author- 
Is a member of the family's fifth generation; like his 
first cousin, Jacqueline Bouvier, he was born in 1929. 


The real hero of this story, and a very engaging 


figure, is Michel Bouvier (1792-1874), a cabinet- 
maker's son in the Rhone Valley of France, who at 2-3 
was an infantryman at Waterloo and needed to get out 
of the country in a hurry. 


Michel Bouvier founded the family's American 


branch in Philadelphia. First a cabinetmaker, he later 
dealt in nwrble and mahogany, took advantage of 
being a coal merchant at the right time, finally turned 
into a shrewd real estate investor, and at his peak was 
worth $1 million — in those days, quite a sum 
Prolific — 12 children by two wives— baronial (he built 
a huge estate), he died a tycoon, though his wealth did 
not bring him social status. 


Later the family's focal point became New York, 


with stockbroker types and a way of living that 
resembled something out of a Louis Auchinloss novel. 
In the fourth generation, the most appealing and 
likeable figure was Jacqueline's father Jack, whose 
luck was not always good, but who gave her a flair 
that would stay with her always. 


The late chapters give some personal and subjective 


impressions of Jacqueline Bouvier as an international 
figure. 


Tills is Davis' first book. If you should compare it 


with some major, popular books about famous family 
dynasties, written by experienced authors, it might 
not stand up in the matter of polish and finesse. But it 
has integrity, meticulous attention to detail and 
accuracy, and a commendable regard for historical 
perspective.

He soon found that boats and engines

cantankerous things; he developed a painful ailment 
and he nearly blew his stack when his ebullient Irish 
father-in-law paid the Wilsons a visit.

Could it be that the author is suggesting that most 


of us lead a dog's life? That most of us are caught up 
in everyday trivia, snappish quarrels and foolish little 
triumphs of the moment? 


He has written a novel about a family living la a 


ratty old house in the English countryside —three 
generations of them, diso'rganized, utterly fallible and 
quite quarrelsome. Also bored with each other. 


There are deaf old grandfather Eustace, 80, with his 


noisy false teeth and his crazy notions; his wife Anne 
at 77 disintegrating both physically and mentally, and 
quite daffy; their 50ish son Henry, a boorish boob who 
has failed at marriage and in his minor job; and 
Henry's 20-year-old son Kenneth, home on leave'from 
the military, a low-level dropout from any category 
you can name. 


And then there is poor Mathilda, grandfather's 


much younger sister—she is of Henry's age— who is 
the personification of frustrated love, an old maid 
with a compulsion to feed the birds, grow flowers and 
look after the family dog.

hours in the lives of these people, at a time when the 
dog lies dying.

There are times when an ordinary normal citizen 


wants to kick the stuffing out of someone or 
something, because there has been an offense that he 
cannot tolerate. Anger has its justifications, and this 
book is about anger. 


Well, it's all right to blow your stack over a real 


offense. It's much better to release the anger than to 
let it fester inside you. In simplified terms, that is the 
gist of the message in this book. It tells you that 
suppression of the normal emotion of anger leads to 
all sorts of backlash and that harms both the 
individual and everyone around him. 


Rubin's position is that too many of us make a 


mistake in trying to be a "nice guy" for the sake of 
social status; that too many of us "keep our cool" 
because we think we must maintain "control." 


The suppression of anger, he argues, results in a 
slush fund" of unrelieved hatred and resentment 
that poisons the individual leading often to psycho- 
somatic illnesses and sometimes erupts later into 
dangerous outbursts against innocent victims, 


The author offers 
no patented formula 
for 


alleviating all these problems, but he does suggest that 
anger is something we can all cope with if we 
understand it.

For Diversity in Coloration, 


Growth, Few Equal the Acanthus 


By Katherine B. Walker 


Called Nerve-plant, Fittonia verschaffeltii argyro- 


neura has become quite well known in recent years. 
And It's a good thing someone thought up an easy 
common name, for its full Latin one is certainly a 
jaw-breaker, isn't it? Primarily a foliage plant/its 
flat, oval, almost papery leaves are a sharp gresn 
conspicuously netted with white veins. They have a 
slightly shiny surface. Lell well-known to most indoor 
gardeners are two other fittonias which, in my opin- 
ion, are much more desirable and a great deal easier 
to grow. One is Fittonia verschaffeltii pearcel. "a 
robust grower with heavy stems and quite large 
leaves with light carmine veins on a moss-green back- 
ground. The other is Fittonia verschaffeltii. mote 
more like argyroneura in size and growth habits but 
having dark green leaves netted with a bright, deep- 
rose color. The leaves have sort of a matte finish 
rather than a shiny one. Although I'm all for using 
proper names for plants, I call all of these Nervj- 
plants, adding white, pink or red before the name to 
designate which one I mean. 


Fittonias need full, strong light but absolutely no 


direct sunlight. They like a rich loamy soil that* wilt 
hold ample moisture, and the plants will wilt rapidly 
(and alarmingly) if their soil becomes too dry. For- 
tunately, a good soaking usually revives them quickly, 
unless the dry conditions persisted too long. Extra 
humidity may be provided by keeping the plants on 
pebble-trays, or by spraying the foliage fiequently 
with a mist of plain water. High humidity promotes 
most luxuriant growth, and permits leaves to reacti 
their maximum size with none of the btowning so 
often seen on these plants. 


While fittonias are classed as foliage plants, they 


flower quite freely, producing fat terminal bracted 
spikes from which emerge the small, sparse blooms 
The spike and the bilabiate blossoms are typical of 
the Acanthus family to which these plants belong 
Some members of the family have strikingly colored 
bracts, insignificant foliage and flowers (Shrimp- 
plant), some have fabulous flowers, so-so foliage, and 
real nothing bracts (King's-crown), some have eye- 
catching bracts and flowers but the foliage is no big 
deal (Blue Sage). A few, like some of the aphelandras 
combine 
handsomely 
patterned 
foliage, 
colorful 


bracts, and good-sized, highly colored blossoms. For 
diversity in flower color, leaf coloration and giowth 
habit, few families can equal the Acanthus.

Britain's obscenity laws are in 
a state of such confusion that 
a successful prosecution for 
obscenity might easily be 
launched against a film he 
had certified for public per- 


formance. 


In such a case the movie 


distributors could go back to 
the censor with the

plaint: "You could have pro- 
tected us by ruling that the 
film was unfit for showing 
publicly." 


The common obscenity laws 


tend to confuse the whole 
process of movie censorship, 
which grew in Britain out of 
the 
Cinematograph 
Act of 


1999. 


This act gave local authori- 


ties responsibility for the up- 
keep of movie theaters and 
also the content of 
films 


shown within them. It was an 
unworkable law, opening up 


the prospect of hundreds of 
councilmen censoring movies 
in their own locality. 


Recognizing this, the movie 


trade set up the national 
censor board and local author- 
ities agreed to license thea- 
ters showing films with the 
board's certificate. Their one 
proviso was that councilmen 
could override the board's 
ruling. 


It rarely happens, but sev- 


eral local councils recently 
ignored the national censor 
and allowed uncut showings of 
"Ulysses" in their own com- 
munities. Similarly, the coun- 
cilmen have the right to stop 
local showings of movies that 
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the board has approved. 


Trevelyan says movie bru- 


tality and sadism are often a 
bigger problem than sex for a 
censor. In all the decisions he 
takes, caution has to be a 
watchword 


"If we made one bad mis- 


take and let something objec- 
tionable through to the public 
there could be an outcry that 
could set back the liberaliza- 
tion of censorship 10 years," 
Trevelyan says. 


"It's like a game of ch'ess. 


You have to think ahead all 
the time. You have to try to 
gauge the effect that a deci- 
sion will have on other films 
in the future."

achieve my acting dreams. I 
don't sing in the bathtub or 
the shower; I don't whistle 
while I work—I can't whistle 
very well. I only uste my voice 
to perform — or to prepare for 
performing. 


"My joy isn't singing—it's 


performing." 


Born In Montclalr, N.J., In 


1917, Miss Kirsten had music 
in her blood. Her great-aunt, 
Catherine Hayes, was called 
the "Irish Jenny Lind" and 
sang opera in London, Vienna 
and Rome. Her grandfather, 


James J. Beggs, was conduc- 
tor of the world-famous Buffa- 
lo Bill's band and a founder of 
the musicians' union. 


When Miss Kirsten was 22, 


she came to the notice of the 
great soprano Grace Moore, 
who became her patroness 
and at one point sent her to 
study in Italy with famed 
tenor B e n i a m i n o Gigli's 
teacher. 


Two years later she made 


her operatic debut in Chicago. 


In 1944 she was signed for the 
Metropolitan Opera in New 
York. 


"I never auditioned for the 


Met. 


"I'm very proud of that I 


was hired as a prima donna," 
she says. 


Her rise, first to Chicago, 


then the Met, was described 
as "meteoric," but Miss Kir- 
sten disputes that phrasing. 


"What I was then—as what 


I am now—is all a matter of 
pace. 


"I set out with the Met as a 


goal—the most fantastic opera 
house in the world—the great- 
est — the best—the top—the 
very pinnacle. 
But I never 


forced myself to it. 


"By the time I reached the 


Met, I had sung in more than 
500 operetta performances, on 
the stage, and as a guest 


artist on radio programs of 
the late 30s and early 40s. 


"I only took on challenges 


that were realistic. As a 
young singer, I refused to be 
pushed into singing roles more 
dramatic than my voice could 
handle 


"When t reached the Met, I 


was ready for the Met," she 
says. 


IMPETUOUS 


1-I am impetuous in every- 


thing else in life, but for my 
career I studied carefully and 
made haste slowly," she once 
told a reporter in Los Ange- 
les, where she lives with her 
husband, neuro-surgeon Dr. 
John Douglas French, head of 
the Brain Research Institute 
there. 


The pacing now pervades 


her private life. She golfs 18 


holes nearly every day, playing 
to a 19 handicap "of which I 
am very proud." 


She picks her roles and 


appearances c a r e f u l l y , to 
leave more and more time for 
life as a doctor's wife—as well 
as continuing to pace her 
career. 


She wants to paint — with 


oils — to decorate ("I've just 
received my license as an 
interior decorator in Los An- 
geles" — and do "so many, 
many other things. 


"I don't want to sing—I 


want to act, I want to please 
audiences. I want to be Des- 
demona. I want to feel the 
part and bring it to the 
audience."
